Fora year it fought 
the talker and stuck to silents. But 
the supply dropped off and the 
house found itself forced to repeat 
pictures, Even its most faithful 
patrons, who sat patiently 
a half-dozen or so repeats on “Cabi- 
net of Dr. Caligari,” finally started 
to squawk about the seventh re- 
turn. 

Finally, Louis Machat, who ope- 
rates the classy spot, got an idea 
He got up a questionnaire asking 
his patrons or others whether thes 
preferred the Cinema to stay silent 
or go sound. They voted to stay 
silent by a majority of more than 
four to one. Machat accepted t 
tremendous support of silents by 
immediately installing sound equip- 
ment, 

Since then, the digression of the 
arty Cinema into the more common- 
place field of program pictures has 
been rapid. Already, the Cinema 
has forsaken art for Mammon by 
presenting “Cimarron,” following its 
long Loop run and after a couple of 
neighborhood showings. “Dracula” 
was also billed for a showing, but 
something went wrong in the book- 
ings. 

That wrongness in the bookings 
may be due to the letter which the 
exchanges have received from the 
Midwest Booking circuit, a Publix- 
B. & K. step-child. This letter 
coldly protested the allotting of pic- 
tures to the Cinema, Tic spot, be- 
fore they played the Dearborn and 
Windsor, 35-centers. Two latter 
houses, owned by Harry Balaban, 
are Midwest-booked and eight 
blocks away. 

However, there appears to he a 
real friendship already cemented be- 
tween Cinema and the RKO ex- 
change here. Cinema is using 
Pathe newsreels, Pathe shorts and 
cartoons, and, on the show caught, 
even a Johnny Farreil = golfie. 
They've “The W Plan” booked. But 
the most evident sign is the com- 
mercial reel for RCA Radiatron 
tube. This is about the cheapest, 
dullest, most inept advertising short 
ever presented to any public. It is 
s0 badly crude that no circuit house 
would touch the thing. But the 
Cinema is repaying the RKO friend- 
ship. 

Ad short is a supposedly geo- 
graphic picturization of the various 
countries contributing materials to 
the radio tube. Shots of the tube 
factory, with the announcer spot- 
ting such phrases as “Nitrates for 
RCA Radiotrons come from Chile 
and transported to Harrison, N. J
